Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  registra-  Preamble, 
tion  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  ’[State  of  Tamil 
Nadu] ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1 [Tamil  Nadu]  short  title 
Medical  Registration  Act,  1914. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  ’[State  o^  Extent.
